‘‘There arc twe aspects." s.nys Sir Henr.v. ‘‘One, 
a siiitrilile road surfao- f>.r liorses wliieli at tlie 
same time woiiid iic eoiup.-itible with tlie wear and 
tear tliat tlie roads .ire now snliject to through 
motor traffic. The other, wliieli lias received so 
litlle consideration in the past, is a siiitalile snoe 
for ^hc modem road. 

“I am extremel.v hopeful as regards tliis piiiit, 
as a shoe was brought t) our notice at the eonfer- 
enee wliieli by a simple i'\iiiKlient I believe can lie 
used by saddle liorses of e'.ery deseriyitioii, liunters, 
steepleelmsers, polo poni -s. etc., and at tlie same 
time make use of that most imixirtant part of a 
horse’s foot provided b.v nature, namcij-, the frog. 
Most of the devices now in the inark.-t. as nsers of 
horses know, are only r.uitalile for harness liorses, 
and add greatl.v to the '-ost of shoeing.’’— ilanclies- 
ter Spirting Uliroiiicle.
